stration will consist of the prepara- 
tion and serving of Salads and Salad 
Dressings- 
The morning session of the Farm 


Bureau meeting will consist of re- 
ports from the President. Treasurer 
and Countv Accnt. No one should 
overlook the importance of the An- 
nual Report. It is a statement from 
the officials of the Farm Bureau to 
the tax-pavers of their own county, 
as to the stewardship in regard to the 
rr.onev either directly or indirectly 
cntrusted to their care- 


More than that the Annual Report 


is a compact index of the general 
trend of agricultural improvement 
made in the county. The meetings 
which are held, the new principals 
which are offered, and accepted, the 
demonstrations which are conducted, 
will contribute perceptibly toward 
advancement. Farmers from all com- 
munities in the county should be in- 
terested in knowing just what has 
been done and 
how the County 


Agent has served each community. 


All farmers should be vitallv inter- 


ested in the election of officers, for 
the progress made tlepends largely on 
the Executive Committee which is 
elected at each Annual Meeting upon 
nomination of a nominating commit- 
tee appointed by the President. 


The principal address of the morn- 


ing session wilt be a talk by Robert 
\V. Balderston. Secretary of the In- 
ter-State Milk Producers' Associa- 
tion, in which every milk producer 
will be especially interested. 


At 1:30. the afternoon session will 


be given over to a discussion by E. 
B. Fitts. head of the Dairy Extension 
work in the state, and he will have a 
very able talk on how we can in- 
crease our profits by paying more at- 
tention to the cost of production of 
milk. 


We firmly believe that individual 


farm 
management, embodying the 


principle of diversification, and ensur- 
ing not only rigid economy of pro- 
duction, but improvement in acre 


yield, and market ability of output, 
offers a more certain and more 
prompt increase in farm income than 
any favorable change that is likely 
to occur for several years in farm 
products. If better marketing meth- 
ods shall in the meantime be devel- 
oped on a sound basis, well and good. 


It is largely in each man's power 


to make his own farming more prof- 
itable than it is now. Co-operative 
marketing can never be a permanent 
success until it shall have come to 
be an organic part of economic ef- 
ficient production. 


Dr. H. H- Havner, will also make

Bora at Pine Grove, Pa., he 
was the son of a Lutheran minister 
and grandson of the founder of Get- 
tysburg Lutheran Seminary- He was 
graduated from. Gettysburg College 
ia 1867 and 
then from, Lehigh and 


Harvard and then took a course at 
University of 
Gottingen. jGennany. 


returning to become professor ot 
chemistry 
at 
Gettysburg 
college- 


Later he filled chairs at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and the College 
of Pharmacy, retiring in 1801 to es- 
tablish himself as a consulting chem- 
ical expert. He wrote many author- 
itative articles on chemistry and phys- 
ics, served as chemical editor of the 
U. S. Dispensatory- and for 20 years 
helped on the revision ot the U. S- 
Pharmacopae. He was president of 
the publication board 01 the Lutheran 
church, a trustee of the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy and a member 
of the Sons of Revolution, the En- 
sineers and University Clubs or Phil- 
adelphia. He was also a member of 
the American Philosophical Society, 
the Franklin Institute and the Chem- 
ist Quo of New York. He was the 
first president of the American Insti- 
tute of Chemical Engineers. He .was 
the Ocherscausen Professor ot Nat- 
ural Sciences at Gettysburg College 
from 1871 to 1874- He married Julia 
Bridges, of Baltimore, in 1872.

George Barrie, born 70 years ago in 


Hamburg. Germany, died last Friday 
morning at 
the Annie M. Warner 


Hospital. Gettysburg, which institu- 
tion he had entered as a patient the 
previous day. He had been a sut- 
ferer of heart trouble and dropsy for 
the past year. When a child he emi- 
grated "with his parents to America 
and they settled in New York City. 
When eighteen years of age he went 
to Germany for a visit and returning 
to New York a year later was unable 
to find his parents and sister. They 
had either moved away from that 
city or died during his absence, as all 
trace of them was lost. Not bound 
by any home ties Barrie became a 
wanderer and visited every state this 
side of the Mississippi river. 


Ten years ago he went to the Sul- 


phur Springs 
farm, \ork Springs 


and with permission of the owner, 
E- K. Gardner, built himself a shack 
and settled down to weaving small, 
fancy baskets. Like Emerson's man 
with the mouse traps, Barrie's bas- 
kets of various designs and colors, 
woven in his humble home, were soon 
in demand and now adorn homes as 
far west as California, having been 
sent as presents by eastern friends- 
Services were held at the funeral 
parlor of H. B. Bender & Son, on 
Monday morning, by Rev. N. L. 
Horn, pastor of the Reformed church 
and interment was made in Evergreen 
Cemetery.

vices are abroad in the land, and the 
Pennsylvania Public 
Service Infor- 


mation Committee has issued a warn- 
ing to the public to beware of that 
variety of confidence man. 


Gas savers, so called, and their 


name, is three-fourths of their selling 
argument, are cheap mechanical de- 
vices of various ingenious kinds which 
are put on stoves or. inserted into the 
pipes for the purpose of reducing an 
alleged 
excessive 
supply 
of 
gas. 


What they actually do is to limit 
pressure or supply below the point 
for good combustion, and often check 
the flow of gas to the burner, only 
to drive it into the kitchen to be 
breathed by the family. 


Every gas company has accumu- 


lated a 
collection during 
the oast 


several years of various kinds of '"gas 
savers," Among them will be found 
an ordinary gas tip of the early 
'•fishta:!" burner type. This was in- 
stalled at the valve and permitted 
only a small quantity of gas to reach 
the burner. But it did not check the 
flow of gas and the excess went into 
the air. This device cost the peddler 
35 cents a gross and was installed on 
a stove for $5.
